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OPEN LETTER. 

Liberty Loan Committee of New 
England. 

95 Milk St., Boston. 
December 21, 1918. 
To the Advertising Manager, 
East Wind. Hull, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 

Many merchants in their auvertising 
are tempted to offer to accept Liberty 
Bonds in payment for merchandise. 

In order that your advertising solici- 
tors may understand the Government's 
position in relation to this practice, may 
I call your attention to the following 
statement: 

The Government of the Unted States 
recognizes that tne exchange of Liberty 
Bonds for merchandise defeats the pur- 
pose which it had in the sale of Liberty 
Bonds. The greatest advantage from 
the .purchase of Liberty Bonds is se- 
cured when the bond remains in the pos- 
session of the original purchaser. It 
then denotes that some portion of the 
earnings of the individual has been de- 
voted to the purchase of Government se- 
curities by saving. If the purchaser 
transfers his Liberty Bond into mer- 
chandise, no saving has been made. 
Further, a bond so exchanged, when it 
passes into the hands of a merchant, 
must, almost of necessity, be disposed 
of by him, either through a bank or 
through a stockbroker, to some other 
discount. On the one hand Is the 
person who desires to secure it at a 
United States Government, endeavoring 
to protect Its credit and maihTain Lib- 
erty Bonds at par, and on teh other, 
merchants who have accepted Liberty 
Bonds In lieu of cash, endeavoring to 
compete with this desire of the Gov- 
ernment by disposing of the bonds in 
the open market. 

The result is just what has been seen 
in connection with the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth issues of bonds, where 
the price has gone considerably below 
par. The difficulty whieh the Govern- 
ment faces in offering the "Finishing 
Fifth Liberty Loan" in the Spring is 
apparent, when ts equally valuable se- 
curities can be purchased In the apen 
market below par. So serious has thli 
danger to the Government credit become, 
that the Secretary of the Treasury 
declared that the Government veiws tly 
tffej of merchandise, to be paid for

CRUELTY OF KULTUR RULE 



Determined Efforts by German Offic«ra 
to Break Spirit of Belgian Resi- 
dents Prove Futile — Fined 
Indiscriminately. 

London. — Life under the German 
Iheel Is vividly portrayed In the diary 
of Mr. Humphrey Page, an English- 
man who lived four years In Bruges 
during the German occupation. Events 
are recorded showing determined at- 
tempts by the German officers to break 
the spirit of the Belgian residents 
proved futile. The ramifications of 
ikultur-rule also are shown. Here are 
some of the events, sketchlly told : 

In September. 1916, the Bruges city 
council was directed to find a speci- 
fied number of workmen for the Ger- 
mans under penalty of $25,000 fine for 
each day's delay. All who refused to 
fwork were Imprisoned. 

M. Schrauvune. leading attorney, 
(discussing this affair with Belgians' 
in a cafe, said he would not work for 
"( the Germans, and considered Bel- 



$20 a pair, re-soling same $3, while 
dress goods and flannels became so 
expensive only the wealthy could buy. 

Food supplies were unsatisfactory 
and the Germans did nothing to alle- 
viate them. 

In November, 1917, metals of all 
sorts, especially brass and copper, 
a confiscated, German soldiers 
going from house to house and build- 
ing to building to strip away the 
metal. 

Uses Funeral for Propaganda. 

On February 2, 1917, some German 
planes dropped bombs by mistake on 
Bruges. Von Buttlar, commandant, 
decided the funeral of the victims 
could be utilized for propaganda pur- 
poses. He got a wreath and a pho- 
tographer, and while the mourners 
were about the grave, made them line 
up. put himself In the center and had 
the scene recorded. On September 3, 
1917, allied airmen dropped bombs at 
the Bassln and were fired at from St 
Croix. Shells fell In Bruges, killing 
a dozen people. The German officers 
refused to allow funeral mass notices 
to be posted unless the line "killed 
by English shells" was added. The

Influenza Expected to Lurk for Montha. 
How to Guard Against Pneumonia. 
Common Colda Highly Catching — Im- 
portance of Suitable Clothing — Could 
8ave 100,000 Uvea. 

Washington, D. C,— With the subsid- 
ence of the epidemic of Influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
wblch regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. According to Rupert. Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 

The present epidemic," said Sur- 
geon General Blue, "baa taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beglnnlug epparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death 
Although the worst of the epidemic Is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered oases, mnny of 
them mild and unrecognised, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against." The 8urgeon Oenernl likened 
the preeeut situation to that after n 
great fire, saying, "No fire chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
aa *t.e tinmen and visible Are have dis- 
appeared. On the contrary, he con- 
tinues the water for hours und evt»D 
days, for he Known ihut there Is dan- 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol- 
dering emtifrs."

Common Colds Highly Catching. 
Tt Is encouraging to observe that 
people are beginning to learn that or- 
dinary coughs and colda sre highly 
catching and are spread from person 
to person by means of droplets of 
germ laden mucus. Bach droplets are 
sprayed Into the air when careless or 
Ignorant people cough or sneece with 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
la also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value of 
fresh air. In aummer. when people 
are largely out of doora, the respira- 
tory diseases (coughs, colda, pneumo- 
nia, etc.) are Infrequent; In the fall, 
as pvople begin to remain indoors, the 
respiratory diseases Incrense; In the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
badly ventilated, overheated rooms,

THE heginnlng of the new year Is 
a natural, shnrp turn in tiio road 
of time. Hero we mny wisely 
rest a while, and in the pence and 
quiet and cairn of self-communion boo 
the long stretcii of the rond of n sin- 
gle twelvemonth. It is built imperlsh- 
al>ly of short steps of llvlug — from mo- 
ment to moment. 

Many of tlio purposes for which wo 
labored and struggled. In our narrow, 
close, selfish absorption, seem poor, 
pttty nnd puny when seen from the 
turn of the rond. The structure of 
some effort wo thought marblo now 
Is shown in Its sickening sham as a 
hasty affair of show and pretense, 
made of staff, that could not stand the 
wear and tear and test of time. It was 
not built on square lines of character, 
of the best thnt was In us. It lacked 
strength, sincerity, simplicity. The ma- 
terial was made up of policy and sel- 
fishness put together on hurried plans. 
It wns a failure; It cannot be rebuilt; 
but It Is worth only a passing regret 
and a realisation of the lesson of its 
nonsuccess — at the turn of the road. 

The look backward from the turn of 
the road should Inspire us by making 
vivid to us how much of what we fear- 
ed never came to pass. The tyranny 
of worry, that dominated us and held 
us for months trembling slaves to a 
weak fear, that dissipated our energy, 
dulled our thinking, and darkened our 
mental vision, at the very hours that 
should have given us fullest control 
of our best, Is now seen as an enemy 
to truce Individual growth. It means 
a harder fight In the unending battle 
against worry and grief. 

The broader view of life reveals that 
the only great things In life are trifles 
that what pained us most, saddened 
our hearts, and turned our hopes to 
■re only trifles — cumulating In- 
to overwhelming Importance. A cruel 
word, an unklndness, a little misun- 
derstanding may darken a day and sep- 
arate us from one we love or may pet- 
rify us Into a mood of doubt and de- 
spair. The most Joyous moments of 
life, the high lights in the pictures of 
memory, may too be only trifles of 
kindness, fine expressions of love, sim- 
ple tributes of confidence and trust 
that make the very heart smile — as we 
remember.

Europe Needs Nearly Double 
Last Year's Supplies From 
America. 



ECONOMY MUST CONTINUE 



WarW Survey Shows Sufficient Whs it. 
But Shortage of Fats — Govern- 
ment' a Stimulative Pro- 
gram Justified. 

With the return of peace America la 
ewe fronted by a food problem aven 
harder at solution than that with 
wfcJch ww coped in time of war. Ws 
harts an entirely new world situation 
in food. It will mean essential change* 
tn our domestic program. But more 
Important than this. It must of neces- 
sity require Increased export 

Last year we shipped 11,820.000 tons 
of foodstuffs to the European Allies. 
Had the war continued we would have 
tn creased this enormous figure to 17,- 
550,000 tons In the present year. Now, 
with the responsibility of feeding mil- 
Iocs of people liberated from the Ger- 
man yoke, our exports must be brought 
op to at least 20.000,000 tons — prac- 
tically the limit of loading capacity at 
•or porta. 

World Food Demand Inoreaeed. 
The end of the war will create an 
enormously Increased demand for food. 
Humanity demands that the starving 
m i l l ions freed from Prussian oppres- 
sion shall hare sufficient supplies to 
assure their return to health and pros- 
parity. If these liberated nations are 
faced with starvation they cannot es- 
tablish orderly governments. Hunger 
breeds anarchy in a people. The war 
to free the world for democracy will 
ha lost after it has been won. Amer- 
ica must continue Its work to libera- 
tion and by sharing Its food make de- 
mocracy safe In the world. 

In order to meet this new situation 
tho Food Administration has made a 
careful surrey of the food resources of 
the whole world In relation to the to- 
tal demands. Computing supplies on 
the basis of the avoidance of waste 
and wax consumption, It Is found that 
wheat and rye may be obtained In suf- 
quan titles to meet economical 
world consumption ; high protein feed 
for dairy a nim a l s will show a shortage 
of about 3,000,000 tons, while there 
will ha sufficient supplies of other 
. to allow economical consump- 
tion; beasts, peas and rice will also be 
foond la sufficient en an titles to main- 
tain economy In consumption; there 
are sufficient supplies of beef to keep 
pace with the capacity of refrigerating 
mem> 

Grant Fat Shortage. 
Tho moat distinct reversal of policy 
will come .with pork and dairy prod- 
ucts, vegetable oils, sugar and coffee. 
Utmost economy will be required In 
the use of fats and oUa, In whtcn there 
hi a world shortage of about 8,000,000,- 
000 pounds. There are sufficient sup- 
plies for us to return to our normal 
■a gar consumption If other nations 
eontinoe their present short rations, 
or even If their rations are slightly la- 
ir If the European countries, 
ho we let, are to resume their normal 
•agar .consumption It will be through 
•or continued conservation In order 
to share with them. There Is a sur- 
plus of coffee. 

Of the world total required to pro- 
duce these results North America will 
i more than 60 per cent The 
United States, Including the West In- 
dies, will be in a position to furnish 
total of about 20.000,000 tons— 
ilnst our pre-war exports of about 
400CMXX) tons. 

The bread grains situation allows 
Cbs world to abandon the use of sub- 
stitutes In wheat bund, Large sup- 
piles hava accumulated In the Argen- 
tina, Australia and other hitherto In- 
accessible markets. A continued high 
milling percentage, economy of con- 
sumption and elimination of waste 
maka It poastble for (he world to re- 
tarn to a whit* wheat loaf. 

Of all our export possibilities In 
fata, the largest and most Important 
Item 1* pork. While we cannot supply 
the world deficiency, we will be able 
to help It enormously because of the 
past policies of stimulating production 
restraining conaumptlon. The 
government'* policy with regard lo 
stimulating tho production of wheat 
and of pork, the readiest *ource of 
fain, is thus amply Justified by the sit- 
uation, upon the return of peace. 
Famine Specter Still Stalks. 
-Tho ix-ople of tliu United Slat** 
must continue rnro nnil wise economy 
in Ibn u**j of food In ordrr lo romploie 
tint work of llbvrullng Hie world, but 
even with tint utmost ronsorviitlon and 
production In this country Mierw will 
bo In Knrop* fur Hie ntitt yi-nr or njwrw 
siMrvntlKii hvyolid all human |«iw«t to 
sllny In North lluaalii Hum uj-o '10.
